Dl: PH 5419 U (CO, S.) 06 December 1983 (06-12-1983)

Co, in Dl , discloses a bag comprising a plastic bag body having a heat sealed bottom and an open top end, and a vertically 
disposed tie strip having its lower end with score lines being heat sealed on the bottom of the bag body and its upper end 
spot sealed on the top end of the bag body, the tie strip being easily detachable from the bag body for use to close the bag. 

Simhaee, in D2, discloses a roll of plastic bags for use with bag dispensing device; the plastic bag configuration is of the 
"star-seal" type, which is made by folding a double sided gusseted bag. 

The amended claims 1-23 overcome the previous objection on anticipation (claims 9-11) and obviousness (claims 9-14). 
Novelty (N) 

Claims 1-23 are considered to be novel in accordance with PCT Article 33(2), in that there is no single prior art document 
which discloses the features of having an intermittent weld detachably securing the first layer of the film to the second layer 
of the film and a first end of a flexible plastic elongated tie strip is being non-detachably secured to the bag adjacent the 
bag opening and a second end of the tie strip is being non-detachably secured to the bag by the bottom edge weld. 

Inventive Step (IS) 

Claims 1-23 are considered to involve an inventive step in accordance with PCT Article 33(3), in that they would not be 
obvious to the person skilled in the art, having regard to the prior art at the prescribed relevant date. 

industrial Applicability (IA) 

Claims 1-23 are considered to have industrial applicability in accordance with PCT Article 33(4), in that they define 
subject matter that is useful in a technical sense. 
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
